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DETAILED ACTION 
Restriction Requirement 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 14, drawn to a polysiloxane compounds, classified in class 528, subclass 10+. 

II. Claims 1-9, drawn to prepolymers, classified in class 525, subclass 284+. 

III. Claims 10-13, drawn to a molded article and a method of molding, classified in class 351, 
subclass 160R+. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

3. Inventions of Groups I are related to the inventions of Group II, and the inventions of Group II are 
related to the inventions of Group III, as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final product 
relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate product is useful to 
make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably 
distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate product of Group I is deemed to be 
useful as a moldable crosslinkable prepolymer without copolymerization with other monomers, the 
intermediates of Group II are deemed to be useful as a sealant, and the inventions are deemed 
patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. Should 
applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should submit 
evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly 
admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, and/or have acquired a separate status in the 
art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 
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Election of Species Requirement 

5. This application contains claims directed to the following genera of patentably distinct species of 

the claimed invention: 

a. polysiloxanes compounds (Groups I), 

b. prepolymers (Groups ll-lll) as defined by, 

i. hydrophilic monomer, 

ii. crosslinker (same as genera (a), 

iii. chain transfer agent having a functional group, 

iv. functional group reactive organic compounds having an ethylenically unsaturated 
group, 

c. molding (Group III), and 

d. method of cross-linking (G roup III). 

6. As appropriate to the elected group of inventions applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to 
elect a single ultimate disclosed specie for each of the above genera for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally he.d to be allowable. Where specific 
species are not identified in the claims applicant should elect a specific specie from the specification. An 
alternative method of election is to identify an Example which collectively exemplifies the elected species. 
Currently Claims 1, 10, 12 and 14 appear to be generic in their respective groups to the above species.
